Mr.  Chairman •  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  the  New  Shoreham  Port  Health  Authority. 

For  the  first  time  the  Authority  now  has  the  services  of  a  full  time 
Port  Health  Inspector.  Mr.  Tate  took  up  his  appointment  with  effect 
from  the  1st  August  1955«  The  arrangement  whereby  Dr.  A.  J.  Partridge 
continues  to  serve  as  Deputy  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has 
proved  to  be  a  very  happy  one,  and  I  am  very  grateful  for  the  co¬ 
operation  and  helpful  advice  I  have  received  from  him.  I  have  found 
that  my  duties  as  Port  Medical  Officer  fit  in  very  well  with  my  duties 
as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Urban  Districts  of  Shoreham-by- 
Sea  and  Southwick. 

The  volumeof  shipping  using  the  Port  again  shows  an  increase. 
During  the  past  year  490  vessels  (including  23  yachts)  arrived  from 
foreign  ports  (net  tonnage  213206  tons)  and  1591  vessels  from  coast¬ 
wise  ports  (net  tonnage  526764  tons),  a  total  of  2081  vessels  (net 
tonnage  739970  tons).  This  shows  an  increase  of  253  vessels  (132632 
tons)  from  foreign  ports  and  a  decrease  of  33  vessels  from  coastwise 
ports. 

During  the  year  450  vessels  from  foreign  ports  and  665  vessels 
from  coastwise  ports  were  inspected,  and  14  notices  served  for  various 
defects,  mostly  relating  to  defects  in  the  galleys  and  pantries.  10 
of  these  notices  have  been  complied  with. 

Two  ships  reported  bugs  in  the  crews’  quarters  but  after  spraying 
with  insecticide  no  further  complaints  were  received. 

One  case  of  dysentery  was  landed  and  admitted  to  hospital,  no 
further  cases  occurring  in  the  ship. 

Approval  of  the  Port  has  not  yet  been  granted  and  the  Southamp¬ 
ton  Port  Health  Authority  were  called  in  to  issue  15  deratisation 
exemption  certificates.

Arrangements  1'or  the  day  to  day  treatment  of*  sick  seamen  are  not 
very  satisfactory.  The  arrangement  is  that  under  the  National  Health 
Service  if  the  seamen  are  resident  in  Shoreham  they  are  registered  with 
a  general  practitioner.  If  not  resident,  they  are  entitled  to  go  to 
any  general  practitioner  in  the  district  when  they  are  treated  as  tem¬ 
porary  residents.  Unfortunately  the  geography  of  the  Port  is  such 
that^ the  ships  are  often  tied  up  a  long  way  from  the  nearest  general 
practitioner,  and  as  time  is  an  important  factor  in  discharging  ships 
and  catching  tides,  I  think  it  is  likely  that  seamen  are  deterred  from 
seeking  medical  advice  as  often  as  they  should. 


Awkward  situations  are  not  infrequently  caused  when  seamen  are 
sick  in  quarters.  On  one  occasion  in  December,  it  was  reported  to  me 
that  a  seaman  w as  suffering  from  an  acute  attack  of  vomiting  and  ab¬ 
dominal  pain.  The  ship  was  due  to  sail  into  arctic  conditions  with 
gale. and  snow  warnings,  and  it  was  clearly  impossible  to  let  the  man 
continue  in  this  condition.  The  hospital  bed  situation  was  very  tight 
that  week,  and  it  was  only  after  telephoning  every  hospital  but  one 
in  the  district  that  the  man  was  finally  admitted  to  hospital.  He  made 
a  rapid  recovery  in  hospital  and  all  was  well.  Had  the  last  hospital 
been  full,  the  ship  would  have  to  have  been  delayed.
